OVER TEXT B BOOKS, 


Supt. Cooley Is N with 
Having Diseriminated 
Publishers. 


HE MAKES ANGRY DENIAL 


Principal MacQueary of Parental 
School Reinstated with Un- 
derstanding He Will 
Resign. 


The opening of the “text book flacht in 
the school management committee of the 


board of education yesterday was marked | 


by a four hour session during which Supt. 
E. G. Cooley was charged with having dis- 
oriminated against certain book publishers 
and Trustee George Duddieston was accused 
inferentially of seeking to advance the in- 
terests of ome of the school readeis over 
others in the field for adoption. 

The storm broke immediately after the 
Duddiestom resolution, calling upon the 
school trustees to obey the state law by 
taking into their own hands the initiative in 
the selection of text books, was read. Mr. 
Duddleston asked that a committee (f three 
members be named to look over the various 
text books submitted and make recominenda- 
tions to the board, 

Thie work has been imtrusted to Supt. 
Cooley by every board since his election to 
the office and his friends at once resisted 
the effort to place him in the position of be- 
ing relieved of a responsible duty. 


Cooley’s Anger Is Roused. 


During the heated discussion that followed 


Trustee Cornelia De Bey charged that some- 
bedy had informed her that some of the 
school book agents were unable to get an 
audience with Supt. Cooley for the purpose 
of presenting the merits of their publica- 
tions. She also charged that book agents 
had been told by Supt. Cooley that if they 
approached board members in the interests 
of their publications their books would stand 
a poor chance of being adopted. 

Supt. Cooley’s face flushed with anger as 
he heard the charge, and he was about to 
answer when Mrs. Emmons Blaine obtained 
the floor. 

„Dr. De Bey’s statement is so indefinite, so 
sweeping,” declared Mrs. Blaine, that I do 
not feel it should be taken into consideration. 
She says that somebody says that some one 
else told that such was the fact. Before 
we should take her statement into considera- 
tion we should know who sald these things 
and also the name of the publisher who 


 feela he has been discriminated against.“ 


„ want to say,” declared Supt. Cooley, 


fused to examine the publications of any 
reputable firm.” 


Addresses Mr. Cooley. 

“J would like to have this question an- 
swered, Mr. Cooley, asked Dr. De Bey. 
„Have you not told these agents not to 
approach board members?“ 

No, I have not,” replied Supt. Cooley, 
hotly. ‘“ In times past I have told them they 
could see all the board members they wanted, 
but that my opinion regarding the merits of 
their books would not, however, be changed. 
That is a different matter.“ 

The book question wae brought before the 
committee in three different vehicles—a reso- 
lution framed by Dr. De Bey and two resolu- 
tions penned by Trustee Duddileston. The 
Duddleston regfolutions were considered first. 
One of them merely recited the state law and 
called upon all the board members to do their 
“plain, sacred duty and select text books 
without fear, favor, or prejudice.” 

After the trustees had wrangled an hour 
over this resolution Trustee Plamondon an- 
nounced his discovery that the resolution de- 
manded nothing except that the board mem- 
bers do their duty and the resolution was 
adopted, 

Trustee Duddleston then called upen the 
school management committee to name a 
committee of three to examine all text books 
submitted and make recommendationsto the 
parent committee. He said he would like 
to name this committee and if permitted to 
do so he would name Jane Addams, Dr. De 
Bey, and Mrs, Blaine. Trustee Hayes moved 
the appointment of this committee and the 
motion brought Trustee Dudley to his feet. 


Protest by Dr. Dudley. 

“TY concur in the statement made by Mr. 
Duddleston,“ declared Dr. Dudley, that we 
should not delegate our responsibilities to 
some one elee and for that reason I shall re- 
fuse to delegate my responsibility to a com- 
mittee of three members, 

It seems to me it is a little indelicate for 
a man of another committee to come here 
and name a committee to do the work of this 
committee. Mr. Duddleston is believed to be 
in favor of a certain reader and for him to 
come here and suggest the naming of a com- 
mittee to select the reader for use in the 
schools is bed form, to say the least.“ 

Mrs. Blaine declared books for use in the 
schools should be selected by experts and 
moved that action on the appointment of the 
committtee on text books be delayed for two 
weeks. This motion prevuiled. , 

Then another resolution framed by Trustee 
Duddleston was read calling upon the com- 
mittee to invite all reputable publishers to 
display thelr wares to the committee when- 
ever a text book is to be adopted. This reso- 
lution was adopted, 


Vain Pleas for Mrs. Haskell. 


The committee went into executive session 


‘and listened to addresses from Ald. Zimmer 


and parents of crippled children calling upon 
the committee not to drop from the service 


‘Mra. Emma 8. Haskell, principal of the 


school. Mrs. Haskell demanded that formal 
charges be made against her. The commit- 
tee held this to be unnecessary, and voted to 
drop her from the list of teachers scheduled 
for retlection. 

The committee voted to recommend Supt. 
MacQueary of the Parental school for re- 
election, with the understanding that he 
would resign. This action was taken to let 
MacQueary down as easy as possible,

Mr. Walling, it wee reported, was arrested 
as a Russian revolutionist last January and 
thrown into prison at St. Petersburg. The 
news proved to be incorrect. 


His Work in Chicago: 

He is a graduate of the University of Chi- 
cago and a member of Delta Kappa Epsilon. 
His grandfather, William H. English, ran 
for vice president on the democratic ticket 
in 1880, and when he died left him a fortune 
of several millions, including large prop- 
erties in Indianapolis. 

Young Walling studied sociological prob- 
lems, He worked among the Ghetto folk 
in Chicago, served as a factory inepector 
under Gov. Tanner when the child labor 
agitation reached Illinois. In 1900 he wrote 
The Social Campaign Rook.” 

Later Walling came to New York and con- 
tinued his observations among the people 
of the lower east side. In New York Mr. 
Walling became associated. with Robert 
Hunter and J. G. Phelps Stokes at the uni- 
versity settlement, 


Bride a Settlement Worker. 

Anna Strunsky is egually well knowh 
among the settlement workers, She is known 
as a writer and a speaker, and a collaborator 
with Jack London in writing “ The Kemp- 
ton-Wace Letters.” 

She was praised in the New York news- 
papers as an infant prodigy when as a school 
child, 12 years of age, she had contributed 
articles to magazines read by grownups. 
Her father at one time was a contractor in 
Russia, but finding things too unpleasant 
for him there, he came to America and estab- 
lished himself in business in San Francisco, 
where he prospered. His daughter then 
studied sociological and economic subjects. 


Wrote with Jack London. 


Tt was while she was a student at Leland 
Stanford Jr. university that she helped Jack 
London write The Kempton-Waee Let- 
ters. The book was published anonymously 
in 1908. The letters purported to be written by 
a young college student at the University of 
Cahtfornia to his foster father in London, a 
man 58 years old. The boy, Herbert Wace, 
was engaged to a girl student at Stanford, 
the letters being an intellectual duel om love 


After months of conjecture the reading 
world learned that Herbert Wace was Jack 
London, while Kempton, the poet, dreamer, 
and champion of ideal love, was Miss Strun- 
sky. 

Then Mise Strunsky came to New York to

WOMEN SUPFRAGISTS IN RIOT 


Attack Chancellor Asquith Dur- 
ing a Speech in England. 


POLICE SCATTER THE MOB. 


| Three Disturbers Removed from Hall. 


by Force—One Uses Whip. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.} 
LONDON, June 16.—The woman suffrage 
agitators today carried out their threat to 


‘punishing this kind of graft the same as Asquith, 


occasion of his delivering Aa political speech 
iy Northampton, The demonstration, how- 
ever, ended in the discomfiture of the agita- 
torg after a furious tussle in which the police 
had to protect Asquith from tie violence of 
a street mob. 

The chancellor had hardly begun his Speech 
when three notorious “ suffragettes "—Miss 
Kenney and Miss Billington and Mrs. Ra- 
wood—rose among the crowded seats allot- 
ted to women, screaming denunciations at 
the minister as the chief ministerial oppo 
nent to their claima, making their usual de- 
mand for votes. 

The hall inetantly was in an uproar. The 
bulk of the audience shouted “turn them 
out.” The stewards rushed to remove the 
women, but the ” suffragettes" shrieked 
above the din and waved flags inserted 
Votes for women! These were snatched 
by the women around the demonstrators 
and after a desperate struggle torn to pieces. 


Uses Whip on Stewards. 

Meanwhile the stewards had reached the 
disturbers, but they had no sooner laid hands 
on Miss Billington than she drew a short. 
whip from beneath her cloak and lashed 
wildly at the men’s heade and shoulders. 
Three, however, seized her, and fighting like 
a tiger, she was bundled down the steps 
screaming. Her . companions remained, 
shouting. More men hastened to oust them, 
and, with the help of other women who were 
not suffragettes, they were hoisted upon 
the shoulders of the men and bundied out, 
struggling and shrieking. 

As goon as they were gone a party of 
socialists in the body of the hall started an 
uproar in behalf of the ejected women. It 
took longer to deal with these and the up- 
roar and struggle lasted for half an hour. 

Asquith then began to speak again, but 
he had hardly started when Mrs. Pankhurst, 
amother suffragette,“ came to the front of 
the women's gallery and started making de- 
mands. The audience was less tolerant with 
her than with her predecessora, and her ut- 
terances were drowned with shoute of 
“throw her out.“ The stewards ultimately 
carried her out like the others. 


Attack Asquith in Street. 

Asquith then delivered his speech, but, 
meanwhile, Miss Billington had stirred up a 
crowd of socialists in the street to back her 
in attacking Asquith as he left the hall.

By the time As- 
quith had finished the police were strong 
enough to hold the mob, but Miss Billing- 
ton and her supporters desperately, but 
vainly, tried to assault the minister as he 
passed through a double line of policemen 
to his automobile, in which he whizsed away 
amid roars, cheers, and groans.

Modern Rip Van Winkle Discovers 
That Old <Asseciates Have Long 
Memories—He Falls in Love with 
Daughter of Woman Recently Be- 
come His Stepmother and Latter 
Has Him Arrested Charged with 
Taking $1,000 When a Boy. 


Ryan has come back to Chicago after an 
absence of twenty-two years and has found 
new relationships existing between his for- 
mer friends.

According to the police Mrs. Ryan, when 
she was Mrs. Schultise, missed $1,000 from 
a trunk which had been broken open. It 
was about that time that Cornelius Ryen, 
who is now a sign writer, disappeared from 
Chicago. Mrs. Schultise, who had a daugh- 
ter, Margaret, 2 years old, took the father 
of Cornelius as her second husband. 

When Cornelius returned to Chicago a 
short time ago he found Margaret grown 
and of pleasing favor and proceeded to fall 
in love with her. The girl’s mother objected 
to proposals of marriage made by Cornelius. 
Oblivious of the objections so long as the 
daughter promised to reciprocate his affec- 
tion, Cornelius prepared a home for his 
bride to be at 288 Washington boulevard. 
Margaret, it is claimed, approved of the 
plans to feather the nest.“ As much can- 
not be said of Mrs. Ryan.

ILLEGAL OIL TANKS FOUND 


AUTO GARAGE OWNERS MAINTAIN 
UNDERGROUND STORAGE. 


Gasoline in the Big Receptacles Along 
Michigan Avenue Constitutes a 
Peril to Life—Commissioner 0’Con- 
nell. Probably Will Begin an In- 
vestigation Today—His Findings 
Will Be Reported to the Council 


Committees on Streets and Alleys.

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Violations. of city ordinances in the ex- 
istence of nearly fifty gasoline storage tanks 
placed under ground on public property were 
discovered in Chicago yesterday. 

The tanks form part of the equipment of 
the automobile garages along Automobile 
row in Michigan avenue, between Twelfth 
and Sixteenth streets. and they vary in 
capacity from 50 gallons to 300 gallons. The 
city ordinances prohibit the storage of gaso- 
une and other volatile oils on public prop- 
erty, the gasoline forming a menace to hu- 
man life, . 

Nearly every garage and automobile store 
in the row,“ and there are more than fifty 
of them, is equipped with a tank or reservoir 
where the supply of gasoline is kept. With 
but a few exceptions the tanks are in alleys 
trunk a few feet below the surface. In one 
block, that between Thirteenth and Four- 
teenth streets, there are.six tanks on public 
property and each holds more than 100 ga!- 
lens, 


O'Connell to Make Investigation. 


The authorities believe there are several 
hundred similar tanks. Commissioner of 
Public Works O’Connell has promised to in- 
vestigate the extent of the violations. He 
will report his findings to the council com- 
mittees on streets and alleys. 

A conservative estimate of the quantity of 
gasoline stored in the tanks along Auto- 
mobile row is 8.000 gallons. Here is a ist 
of some of the garages owning such tanks: 

Pardee-Johnson-Hamill company, 1220 Michi- 
gan avenue, 280 gallons.

Pumps connect the tanks with the garages 
and the filling is done through a connecting 
pipe projecting a few inches above the 
ground in the alley.. Some of the violaters 
say their tanks were placed on public prop- 
erty on permits issued by the city building 
department. 

J. W. Hayden, manager for the Branstetter 
Motor company, attempted to evade respon- 
sibility for the existence of his tank by blam- 
ing the contractors who erected the building. 

The tank was here before I came and the 
contractors who put up the building must 
have had a permit to put it in,“ he said. “I 
can’t keep track of all the ordinances.“ 

Similar excuses were given by many others. 
Commissioner of Public Works O'Connell 
probably will begin an investigation today.

Pipe Lines.Common Carriers. 

There probably will be little difficulty in 
arriving at another agreement—regarding oll. 
cual, and lumber. The wording of the com- 
promise amendment as agreed upon by the 
former conference was pot particularly ob- 
roxious. It made pipe lines common car- 
riers and it also required oil companies after 
May 1, 1908, either to dispose of their pipe 
lines or to throw them openeto the public 
without handling their own oil. That is the 
date also set after which it becomes unlawful 
for railroad companies to own coal and other 
commodities, or rather to transport them 
from one state to another over its own road. 

The original senate amendment exempted 
lumber and all its manufactured products.

Which 
is quite true, but Canon Ainger had 
other claims 3 the attention of 
In his “LIFE AND LET- 
TERS” (Dutton), by Mrs. Sichel, we learn 
to know Ainger as we never knew him 
before. That he was a delightful writer we 
have always known, but in this book we get 
on intimate terms with him and his friends. 
And what a delightful lot of friends be had, 
including Du Maurier, Mark Lemon, Andrew 
Lang, Sidney Colvin, Henry Sidgwick, 
hartes Dickens, Thackeray, and many 
more. A & to Mrs. Sichel, Ainger’s 
friendships in Mterature were much like his 
friendships with persons. With him friend- 
ship in beth respects remained what it al- 
ways is in youth, an excitement, an ever 


with one dominant sentiment—his love for 
Charles Lamb. He had other personal affini- 
tles with Thomas Hood, with Edward Fitz- 
Gerald—but in none were intimacy and ad- 
miration combined in the same wey as in his 
feeling for Elia. 

Ainger, like Lamb, loved the town. Like 
Lamb, he enjoyed “ the impossibility of being 
dull in Fleet street; the crowds, the very dirt 
and mud, the zun shining upon houses and 
pavements, the print shops, the old book- 
stalls . , steams of soup from kitchens, 
the pantomimes, London itself a pantomime 
and a masquerade.” 

Ainger's favorite trips were to Lamb's own 
country, and he has himself described the 
first of these expeditions in “‘ How I Traced 
Charles Lamb in Hertfordshire: 

“It was a lovely day.“ he wrote, in June

Ainger was much younger then Dickens, 
but they were great friends nevertheless. 
Dickens’ sons were his comrades at school. 
“IT dave seen him and have touched him,” 
was all that he could say on hig return from 
spending the evening for the first time at 
Dickens’ house. The relationship in itself,” 
writes Mrs. Sichel.“ was epoch making in 
Ainger’s life, but it had a more direct effect. 
It molded, perhaps we should say fashioned, 
‘his Iſterary humor and his outlook upon men, 
evoking @ ready response from something 
that lay already there. waiting for the 
magician's wand to spring into life: and once 
for all, Shaping his dramatié talent. From 
his school days and for several years on- 
ward, Alfred took part in all the play act- 
ings at Tavistock house, with the emperor of 
fun, Boz himself, as stage manager, and 
sometimes as fellow-actor. Charles Dickens 
found an apt learner, one who could follow 
nimbly his will o’ the wisp leading, flashing 
back some of his own light upon him, answer- 
ing genius in its own coin—smaller change, 
naturally, but stamped in the same mint. 
Dickens delighted in teaching him, and used 
to say that he had never seen so docile a 
pupil. And Ainger's acting at 16 or 17 must 
have had the real electric quality, since 
his singing of Miss Villikins* in the part of 
Lord Grizzle on Twelfth Night, 1854, caused 
Thackeray to roll off his chair’ in a burst of 
laughter that became ‘ absurdly contagious.’ 
The play was Fielding’s Tom Thumb,’ and 
was acted at Tavistock house. It is Forster 
in his ‘Life of Dickens who chronicles 
the episode. Nor does Forster speak without 
authority, for he used fo take part in these 
high revels.” 

Charles Dickens and Frederick Maurice, 
men as far apart as the poles, both played 
an equal part in Ainger’s life. 
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“For they represent, as it were, his dual 
nature, the two distinct sides of his charac- 
ter, which he always kept strictly apart; 
on the one hand the sober and spiritual, on 
the other the humorous and dramatic. In 
möst complex persons the varied elements 
are so fused that the conflicting threads in 
the woof are almost indistinguishable. In his 
case there never was any fusion; there was, 
instead, a cleareut contrast, and his differ- 
ing tendencies ran alongside of each other on 
parallel roads to the end. Dickens, as we 
have sald, defined and gave voice to his 
tastes; Maurice, whose teaching took even 
stronger hold upon him, satisfied bis spir- 
itual instincts and his great need of serious- 
ness; and, early crystallizing his beliefs, 
probably turned his thoughts toward the 
possibility of taking orders.” 

Ainger aiways was fond of the stage, and 
he wrote many incisive criticisms of plays 
and actors. He might have been an actor 
himself if he had not been a, priest. 1 

In closing this story of Canon Aer 
life his biographer says: 

“The story of Alfred Ainger is the story 
ofa personality, ard of one more than usually 
elusive. | The effect that he produced upon the 
world % irseparable from that of his pres-

“T asked the héad of one of the greatest 
horticultural houses in Europe why it was 
that the workmen we saw about his estate 
seemed 80 uniformly gentle, so noticeably 
refined of face. 

„It is because of the flowers and the 
plants,’ he sald, ‘among which the men 
work: they make the men like themselves.’ +’ 

This ig interesting if true. Flowers and 
plants may have a refining influence upon 
some people, but not upor others. The most 
unrefined, the toughest women and giris 
in all London, are those who sell flowers, not 
only in appearance but in character, if one 
may judge from. their manners. lets 
have had no refining influence upon these 
unfortunate women. That the influence of 
flowers is more refining in France I am glad 
to know. 

Mr. Harwood telle most extraordinary 
stories in this book, but he vouches for their 
truth, not only with positive’ statement but 
with illustration.

Alexander Stewart, D. D., principal and 
primarus professor of divinity, St. Mary's 
college, St. Andrew's, It is written with a 
desire to include liberality as well as ortho- 
doxy, and it is as much a theology as itisa 
history. That it le not, however, of a char- 
acter to endure the close examination of the 
best critics may be inferred from the fol- 
lowing quotation: ‘ We fail to trace any- 
thing Jewish, or even peculiarly oriental 
about Christ’s teaching or his life. The 
consensus of opinion appears to be at pres- 
ent that Christ was so oriental that only 
now, and rarely, and by an exercise of spir- 


dentals able to comprehend the peculiar 
mysticiam, essentially oriental in its charac- 
ter, which Christ inculcated. 

The volume ds a small one and an explana- 
tory one. It is not so much for the finished 
scholar—though the book has scholarship— 
as it is for the earnest student. It is lofty, 
yet temperate, and without visionary splen- 
dor. It is, indeed, sane and lucid, but not to 
be compared to certain more glorified inter- 
pretations of the life of our Lord. (J. B.

Grieg, of mixeg Scotch and Norwegian 
stock, and of a family whose lines had been. 
for two or three generations associated with 
the consular service, was a delicate, sensitive 
child, and not an apt scholar, and he grew to 
manhood dominated by one great passion— 
thet of music—and fighting one persistent foe 
ill health. He married his cousin, who re- 
sembied him in face and in temperament, 
who possessed, also, a profound enthusiasm 
for music, whe has been the most moving 
interpreter of his songs, and with whom he 
has lived in happiness and community of 
spirit such as too few artists know. One 
child only, who died in babyhood, came to 
these child desiring parents, and this sorrow 
has given to their lives its acutest touch of 
poignancy. 

Living in great seclusion in the far north, 
these musicians knew at first something of 
poverty, but as Grieg’s achievements brought 
recognition from his truly paternal govern- 
ment, and the production of his music in 
concerts given by himself and otherwise, 
brought monetary returns, the Griegs built 
them a charming villa a few miles from Ber- 
gen, on a wooded height above a beautiful 
lake, and here in the midst of a garden of 
roses and Iceland poppies’ the now vener- 
able composer does his work.

Mr. Finck has taken pains to make clear 
the temperament, the enthusiasms, and ec- 
centricities of Grieg, but his chief concern, 
after all, has been to place the music of 
the great Norwegian where he is profoundly 
convinced that it belongs. The first en- 
couragement received by Grieg came from 
Ole Bull, and it came in the morning of 
Grieg’s life. 

Grieg writes: When he (Ole Bull) heard 
I had composed music I had to go to the 
plano; all my entreaties were in vain. I 
cannot now understand what Ole Bull could 
find at that time in my juvenile pieces. 
But he was quite serious, and talked quietiy 
to my parents. The matter of their discus- 
sion was by zo means disagreeable to me, 
to me, shook 
me in his own way, and said: Tou are to 
go to Leipzig and become a musician.’ 
Everybody looked at me affectionately, and 
1 understood. just one thing—that a good 
fairy was stroking my cheek, and that I 
was happy. And my good parents! Not 
one moment’s opposition or hesitation; every-

No Demand for Méney. 

A to the banking situation, there is no 
demand for money. The banks have more 
deposits now, as a whole, than before the 
fire. The insurance companies, foreseeing 
large losses, ted large sums in New 
York and in London to the credit of San 
Francisco institutions. Again, San Fran- 
cisco merchants found their customers out- 
side the city paying bills freely, presumably 
on the theory that the money might be need- 
ed. As an illustration of the condjtion.of the 
best banks, I found that one had $24,000,000 
in deposits and $20,000,000 in cash. But as 
$6,000,000 of the deposits were controlled ey 
an official of the bank there was in reality 
$20,000,000 cash to pay $18,000,000 deposits. 

“Some of the savings banks are in a little 
different position. They are, however, able 
to protect themselves, owing to a state law 


which makes a savings bank the agent of its | 


depositors. It ts discretionary, therefore, 
with the bank to pay deposits or to say that 
the depositors shall wait until money due the 
bank can be collected. The savings banks 
are allowed by law, in California, to lend 40 
per cent on real estate. If any insurance 
losses are collected, therefore, the savings 


banks are in good position to collect their 
loans.“ 


Zank Statement Forecast. 

Known movements of money for the week 
indicate that the New York banks have 
gained $969,000. They gained from the sub- 
treasury $2,007,000, but lost to the interior 
$1,038,000.
